HOT WEATHER OPPORTUNITIES. 


WE are ready to admit that the months of 
August and September are trying times for 
the bookseller. He is not only expected to 
make up for the departure from the city of 
a large part of the buying public, but he must 
also combat the lethargic influence of the 
weather upon those who remain at home. 
Unusual methods only can stimulate buying 
during the summer months, and it is a flatter- 
ing tribute to judicious advertising that the 
former dull summer months once so dreaded 
by merchants have developed into satisfac- 
tory business periods. 

One of the things that may be depended 
upon to bring business during the next 
two months is reasonable prices on sea- 
sonable merchandise. August is a month 
in which to unload every dollar’s worth of 
distinctively summer stock, that is, everything 
—except the regular stock of copyright books 
that may be counted upon to sell all the year 
round—that will not sell during the remainder 
of the season at regular prices. Generally 
speaking, it is better to get the money out of 
such merchandise, even though the book- 
seller must in some instances stand a small 
loss, than to carry over these goods, taking 
chances on their desirability, and the market 
conditions, at the opening of another season. 
It is better to have the money to invest in 
other goods where it is likely to turn itself 
two or three times than to have it locked up 
in wunseasonable merchandise, the carrying 
over of which under ordinary conditions can 
be nothing but an expense. And when the 
time comes for this general cleaning out of 
summer goods, the bookseller might better 
not do his price cutting on the installment 


plan as the season wanes. He must take 
into account what it is worth to him to 
have the use of the money that is locked up 
in the summer goods; consider what compet- 
itcrs are likely to do along the same lines, and 
calculate the probable demand for the class 
of goods he is selling and then make cuts 
that will bring the desired results. In going 
down to the bottom price at once the dealer 
is much more likely to discourage those who 
would follow him than if he were to make a 
little cut at the beginning, which any com- 
petitor could easily beat without going below 
cost. The bookseller must not regard cost 
as a “dead line” over which he must not 
step; he must not hesitate to go a good bit 
below cost on goods with which he is over- 
loaded or on little lots that he wishes soon to 
see the last of. It is most mecessary for the 
merchant with a limited capital to keep every 
dollar of it at work; and he cannot do this 
if he carries over from one summer to an- 
other any considerable quantity of merchan- 
dise. 

In arranging for clearance sales it is ad- 
visable to avoid advertising anything at 
cost, because if the article advertised hap- 
pens to be cne on which the dealer makes 
an unusually large profit, the customer 
is likely to reason that the percentage of 
profits is the same all through the dealer’s 
business, and that he is charging higher prices 
than he need to or ought to, and possibly 
higher prices thar his competitors. It is 
not desirable to give the general public any 
insight as to the cost of goods, because not 
one in a hundred-—or in five hundred, for that 
matter—will reason correctly about it or take 
into account the other costs which the mer. 
chant has to pay out of his own gross profits. 

If the bookseller cannot do better he might 
fill up the dull days with planning his fall 
campaign. He might figure on the condition 
of his stock; arrange to dispose of old goods 
and gauge the trade in his vicinity in respect 
to its needs next season. In this way alone 
the bookseller might make the hot weather 
pay for itself in future profits that had their 
origin in his summer agitation. 

Tue Office of THe PusiisHers’ WEEKLY

THE STRUGGLES OF EMBRYO 
AUTHORSHIP. 


In the August Bookman Frederick Taber 
Cooper begins a series of articles on “The 
Craftsmanship of Writing.” This first, “The 
Inborn Talent,” points out the difficulties on 
the hard road to be gone under such cap- 
tions as “The Author’s Knowledge of His 
Work,” “The Anomalous Position of Litera- 
ture” and “Schools of Technique.” 

Coincidentally with Mr. Cooper’s advice to 
would-be writers— which throws a pretty 
heavy weight on the “Don’t” side — Upton 
Sinclair, in the current issue of The Inde- 
pendent has a symposium on the suggested 
subsidization of literature. As might have 
been expected, opinion, on the part of the 
dozen odd authors who replied, is divided. 
Most of the protest, however, is not as to 
desirability, but as to practicability. 

What he has in mind, Mr. Sinclair states, 
is “a permanent endowment, analogous to the 
‘Nobel Fund.’ Its purpose would be the 
encouragement of vital creative literary 
work, by the establishment of scholarships 
or prizes, to be given for a period of two 
or three years, with the possibility of con- 
tinuance if the candidate’s work should make 
it seem worth while.” 

H. G, Wells “wishes very much that such 
scheme were possible,” but points out that 
the “insurmountable objection” would lie “in 
the nature of selecting juries; they invari- 
ably become timid and narrow and seek re- 
fuge in practical, academic and moral tests 
that invariably exclude the real men of 
genius. Consider the way in which the 
Nobel prizes are being distributed, as re- 
wards for longevity among the securely 
famous; and consider the life-long exclu- 
sions by the French Academy and the Lon- 
don Atheneum Club of some of the most 
brilliant French and English writers. On 
the other hand, you may easily raise up 
against the struggling real men of genius a 
class of subsidized rivals who will undersell 
him with all the prestige the prizes sug- 
gested would confer.” 

John Bigelow is “indisposed to degrade 
the literary art by lending my name to the 


organization of an Order of Mendicants to 
cultivate it.” 

William De Morgan is undecided. Arnold 
Bennett also thinks very well of the plan, 
providing a proper selection of judges can 
be secured. 

“It takes three generations,’ says Eden 
Philpotts, “not three judges, to decide for a 
real, live, new form and weave the laurel. 
The big men who die young cannot expect 
to see their genius crowned; while those 
who are tough enough to weather the ad- 
verse tide and reach three score and ten— 
a Rodin, a Monet, a Wordsworth—do the 
trick. It is a matter of chance, the quality 
of the physical and mental machine, the 
blood in the veins, the way genius spends 
its spare time. I don’t much believe in mak- 
ing the road smooth—even if we could. 
Every thinker must suffer from man. It is a 
test of original thought. The new is only 
born out of pain.” 

Bliss Carmen admits that “a little hardship 
is good for every man at the beginning of 
his career, no doubt. Gives tone to his 
moral system, and tempers his character. 
But,” he adds, “a continuity of it is 
crushing.” 

Charles Edward Russell and Stewart Ed- 
ward White would exclude fiction from con- 
sideration, Fiction now receives sufficient 
reward, and there is too much of it, anyway; 
“but poetry at least is too exquisite an art 
to be dragged about in the mire.” 

To Jack London the plan is totally inad- 
equate to remedy present day conditions; to 
Henry Van Dyke the present Nobel Fund, 
etc., are already doing the proposed work 
adequately. 

Frederick Van Eeden also asks: “Is it 
desirable that true genius be relieved of 
care? Would men like De Foe, Dickens, 
Carlyle, Meredith, De Balzac have written 
better if they were always kept free from 
struggle? Was not often financial need the 
origin of high-class production? Is not 
often the suffering and neglect a purgatory 
out of which the strong mind comes 
strengthened and fireproof? Is it not often 
wholesome for a creative mind to join in 
the common labor for subsistence?” 

The discussion is at least an interesting 
one, 


COPYRIGHT PROTECTION AGAINST 
MOVING PICTURE INFRINGEMENT. 


Tue French Court of Cassation has ren- 
dered an important decision in a suit for 
copyright infringement brought by Georges 
Courteline, the dramatist, against the pro- 
prietors of a moving picture show. | 

The dramatist had visited a moving pic- 
ture show, in the course of which he saw 
a series of pictures which he felt sure were 
reproductions of his own farce, “Boubou- 
roche.” He brought an action against the 
proprietors and alternately won and lost in 
the courts. The case finally came before 
the Court of Cassation, which declared that 
“to produce a play on the bioscope without 
the dramatist’s authorization” will be an in- 
fringement of copyright. 
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The court did not decide in favor of M. 
Courteline, however. The dramatist was 
mistaken, it declared; the scenes were not 
at all like those of his play. Although los- 
ing his own case in this instance, the dram- 
atist has succeeded in gaining a victory for 
his profession. 

In rejecting his claim the Judges decided 
that every author is entitled to protection 
against the reproduction of the scenes of 
his work on the cinematograph without 
words. The plot and its situation belongs 
to him obviously, as. well as the dialogue, 


and to tell in dumb show, by means of 


moving pictures, a story which is his prop- 
erty is as equally piracy as stealing the 
words would be.

wich. In April, 1867, his first small drawing 
appeared in Punch, and he continued to con. 
tribute to the paper during the remainder of 
his life. Mark Lemon encouraged Sam- 
bourne to contribute his first drawing. He 
was formerly co-cartoonist with Sir John 
Tenniel, and succeeded him as chief car- 
toonist on January 1, 1901. Among the books 
illustrated by Sambourne are “New Sand- 
ford and Merton,” 1872; “Our Autumn Hol- 
iday on French Rivers,” 1874, and Charles 
Kingsley’s “Water Babies,” 1885. Sam- 
bourne’s marvellous power over line, prob- 
ably unexcelled in all Europe, once drew the 
remark from G. F. Watts that to possess it 
he would willingly sacrifice his ability as a 
painter. 


Gitpert BrowNeLt BAtcu, long prominent 
in the publishing trade in Boston, died on 
Sunday at his country home, “The Knolls,” 
in Topsfield, after a prolonged illness which 
in the past two or three months had taken 
a more serious form, so that his death was 
not ‘unexpected. Mr. Balch was born in 
Topsfield on Feb. 9, 1856, the son of Hum- 
phrey and Hannah Prince (Bradstreet) 
Balch. His mother was a direct descendant 
of Governor Bradstreet. 

Mr. Balch graduated from Dartmouth in 
1877 and from Andover Theological Semin- 
ary in 7881. He then entered the ministry 
actively, and for a few years preached at 
Kingston, N. H. Ill health compelled him 
to relinquish this work and later, with re- 
stored health, he determined not to continue 
in the ministry and instead entered the book 
publishing business in Boston. With his 
brother, Edward P. Balch, he formed the 
house of Balch Brothers Company, succes 
sors to Martin Garrison & Company, whom 
they bought out. Gilbert B, Balch was pres- 
ident and treasurer of his company. Their 
place of business long has been in Brom- 
field street. 


Frank Dexter Wuirtcoms, widely known 
for the past fifty or more years through his 
connection with the Oliver Ditson music 
publishing house, at its stores in Boston and 
Chicago, died Monday, July 25, at his home 
on Second street, Woburn, Mass. Mr. 
Whitcomb was born in Boston, on Belknap 
street (now Joy street), on July 23, 1842. 
and graduated from the Dwight School. 
Boston, in 1856, and was awarded a Frank- 
lin Medal. Mr. Whitcomb retired from the 
Ditson company service, on account of ill 
health, some two years ago. His last posi- 
tion in the Ditson employ was that of classi- 
fying and assembling musical works adapted 
and required for special church festival ser- 
vices and for use at occasional civil or anni- 
versary celebrations. He combined a broad 
knowledge as to compositions and composers 
with a personal taste and love for music as an 
art. Probably few, if any, persons in sim- 
ilar musical employ have been more helpfu! 
to vocalists and musicians generally than 
was Mr. Whitcomb.

Have you an Italian 
colony in your town? or do you come in 
touch with Italian immigrants? 

G. K, CHESTERTON is said to have entered 
upon a new literary field in a series of detec- 
tive stories.
